The preceding article explained the 
methods of equalizing assessments be­ 
tween individual taxpayers by local 
boards of review. 
The next step in 
the reviewing process contemplates, 
chiefly, the equalization 
of 
assess­ 
ments between taxing districts in the 
same county, and this duty is com­ 
mitted to the county board of equaliz­ 
a t i o n . 
This board is not, however, 
limited to action on the district as­ 
sessments but may change individ tai 
assessments where necessary. 
The county board 
f equalization 
is composed of the county commis­ 
sioners and the county auditor. 
It 
meets unnually on the third Monday' 
in July at tile auditor's office. 
Hav­ 
ing taken an oath to “ fairly and im-I 
partially" perform their duties the 
board proceeds to “ examine and com­ 
pare the returns of the assessment of 
property of tile several towns or dis­ 
tricts and equalize the same, so That, 
each tract or lot of real property, 
and each article or class of personal 
property, shall be entered on the as­ 
sessment 
list at its true and 
full 
value.” 
The board may raise the valuation 
of tracts of real property if deemed 
too low, or reduce them if consid­ 
ered too high, 
it may also raise the 
gregate valuation of the real prop- j 
erty of the entire county or any dis­ 
trict of the county by percentage in­ 
crease, but cannot reduce the aggre­ 
gate below the aggregate values re­ 
turned by the assessors. 
The board may raise the valuation 
of each class of personal property if 
deemed too low. and also the aggre­ 
gate value of personal property of 
individuals or corporations 
if 
as­ 
sessed at less th an its true value. 
It 


quired to calculate the changes o r d ­ 
ered by the board and to make cor­ 
rections accordingly and to tran s­ 
mit an abstract of the assessment to 
the Minnesota Tax Commission on or 
before the fourth Monday in August.
